Hon. Charles Cooper, the founder of 


the Cooper Manufacturing company 
in Mt. Vernon, and one of the most 
prominent citizens of that city, died 
late Thursday night. His dearth had 
been momentarily expected for sever- 
al days, though his last illness dated 
only from a week ago. His death was 
caused by a severe attack of la grippe, 
with a bronchial complication. He 
was 96 years of age Jan. 2.

company. The firm now 


manufactures Corliss engines exclu- 
sively.' 


Mr. Cooper was well known in this
